water near Marseilles, into which 
the machine dived. It was believ- 
ed the accident was caused by a 
broken propeller. . 
: Italian Disaster. 

The Italian disaster occurred on 
‘Auqust 1, when Flight . Captain 
Monti, who took part in: the 1929° 
Schneider Trophy race, met “His 
death, lke his fellow-countrymen 
in previous years, if Lake Garda. 

Tragedy overtook the British 
flight during‘ last 
mionth’s training for the Sehnei- 
der Trophy contest; as dusk was 
‘falling over the Solent, when * 
seaplane flown by Lietitenant G. 
Brinton, R.N., who is a Royal pe 
Force officer, overturned after a 
false take-off, Lieutenant Brinton, 
who was making his first flight in 
the machine. and who was | the 
youngest member of the team, !
